What may amuse you is that when we were at Penn Station waiting for the train 
one of the reporters who was also the editor of the high school's literary 
: told me he needed another story and asked me if I'd write one. In those days, probably 
, before your time, the railroads had what they called "excursions." Special trips and 
- special deals on them. They wefe advertised in the stations on long slips of paper of 

l varying widths punched at the top and hanging as I recall from nails in the wall. So, I 
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. got a supply of excursion ads and wrote the only science fiction I ever wrote, based on 
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something I'd thought about as a radio amatuer. Something the human bady having its 
own frequency, like radio waves have a frequency, and that it could be affected by being 
subjected to radio waves of that frequency. 

Many years later, probably in the V# 1960s, that editor, then an editor of the old 
Washington Star, phoned me to tell me that some experimental work by G£ had confirmed 
'that theory underlying the story on the excursion ads.
